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DETAILED ACTION 
Introduction 

1. Applicants' amendments and remarks filed on 6/9/2008 have been entered. Claims 1, 9 
and 17 have been amended. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 8, 9, 1 1, 12, 14, 16, 17, 19, 20, 22 and 24 are 
active. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. In response to the amendments, the grounds of rejections over Weng et al. [US 5972234] 
and Ishiwata et al. [US 5300172] in prior Office action remain withdrawn, and to be reinstated, if 
appropriate, after the 112 issues raised by the amendments are resolved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 8, 9, 11, 12, 14, 16, 17, 19, 20, 22 and 24 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 
claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

In independent claims 1, 9 and 17, the newly amended limitation 

" a carrier tape including an adhesive layer ..." 

is new matter. More particular, the specification paragraphs [0048-0049] discloses 

"[0049] In another preferred embodiment, carrier tape 4 can be used in 
conjunction with one or more levels of adhesives, at least one of the adhesives 
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comprising laser markable components when disposed on a surface of a bare 
semiconductor die 20. In one embodiment, a markable adhesive layer 2B serves 
to bind carrier tape 4 to a bare surface on the backside 12 of semiconductor 
wafer 10, and will transfer a laser markable residue to a surface of 
semiconductor die 20 when carrier tape 4 is later removed. In this case, 
carrier tape 4 functions to provide a support and protective function during 
semiconductor processing, but can be peeled away to effect transfer of the 
laser markable residue. 

[0050] In a second related example, a carrier tape 4 with a multilayer adhesive 
can be used wherein a first layer of the multilayer adhesive comprises a 
mixture of electromagnetic radiation-curing components and an adhesive. The 
first mixture layer is formed of a type so as to cure and bond to a surface of 
a bare semiconductor die 20 upon exposure to a radiation source, whereupon it 
is laser markable. A second adhesive layer can be provided over the first 
mixture layer, the second adhesive layer providing adherence to both the first 
mixture layer and carrier tape 4. The second adhesive layer may also be formed 
to be electromagnetic radiation-curable and adhere to the first mixture layer 
and carrier tape 4 in an uncured state. Upon exposure to radiation, the second 
adhesive layer can either cure onto the first mixture layer or, alternatively, 
lose its adhesive properties and facilitate peeling of carrier tape 4 from a 
wafer or surface of a bare semiconductor die 20." 

Clearly, while carrier layer is used in conjunction with adhesive layer(s), carrier tape is a discrete 

layer which does not comprise (include) an adhesive layer. The amended limitation "a carrier 

tape including an adhesive layer" is new matter. 

5. Claims 1,3,4,6,8,9, 11, 12, 14, 16, 17, 19, 20, 22 and 24 are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 

claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 

reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 

application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

In independent claims 1, 9 and 17, the newly amended limitation 

"the adhesive layer disposed between the marking tape and the first outermost adhesive 
layer" 
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is new matter. More particular, the amended structural relationship is incommensurate with the 
drawing Fig. 5 submitted 1/4/2008 illustrates that an adhesive layer IB' is disposed between an 
outermost adhesive layer IB and carrier layer 4. The relationship appears to be new matter. 

6. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 8, 9, 1 1, 12, 14, 16, 17, 19, 20, 22 and 24 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

More particularly, in claim 1 the first section of the claim language recites that the 
"marking tape" comprises "first outermost adhesive layer", it is unseen that how the adhesive 
layer of the "carrier layer" is structured between the marking tape and the first outermost 
adhesive layer". The structural relationships between the layers are vague, indefinite and 
confusing. The examiner respectfully suggests clarification in the next reply, including the 
structural relation of the term "a flexible film" to the remaining layers.
